CJ profs and classes evaluated

“After three years of fighting 


hard for an independent, com- 
\prehensive evaluation of profes- 
sors in our department, it’s here,” 
said Criminal Justice Student 


Council Chair Mike Snow, 
Wednesda. 
“Professor reactions to a 


proposed evaluation has been 
negative all along. They were af- 
raid and felt it would lead to 
professor shopping in the 
department. 

‘“But now that it’s in print, we've 
had good feedback even though 
there are some bad evaluations.” 

The professor survey was per- 
formed last semester on all classes 
in the Criminal Justice (CJ) 


Department. Seventeen questions 


were asked of students. The 


answers could be “excellent” to 


“poor.” and “ne opinion”. 


This data was condensed to ° 


overall percentages of response in 
these areas. 

Classes are listed under 
alphabetically arranged professor 
names. Also, overall evaluation is 
listed for each professor in all 
classes. 

The information is basically the 
same as contained in Added 
Dimensions the ASI class-profes- 
sor evaluation for the entire cam- 
pus. 
“But Added Dimensions only 
takes samplings,” said Snow. “It’s 
too large an undertaking for the 
ASI to do a total evaluation. And 
the course catalogue does not con- 
tain specific information.” 

The Criminal Justice Student 
Council (CJSC) survey is the 


second major accomplishment ac- 


cording to Snow.

First came the “victory” of an 
office, then the success of the 
evaluation and now “we're work- 
ing on a grievance procedure for 
students with a complaint against 
faculty.” 

The CJSC is “unique on cam- 
pus” says Snow who is “not aware 
of another campus department 
having a student council. I've heard 
rumors, but if there is student input 
through another council, I don’t 
know where or who 

The counci! has nine com- 
mittees and an Executive Council 


made up of the committee chairs. 

Included in committee affairs is 
co-ordination of off-campus teach- 
ing for CSUS degrees, review of 
class grading procedures, and re- 
designing of obsolete classes. 

Also underway is the updating 
of the CJSC constitution and the 
development of an audio-visual 
library. 

Snow maintains the CJSC is 
“an essential tool in keeping up 
with the dynamics of teaching in 
the third-ranked CJ school in the 
nation.” 


Bond had not acted on the senate’s 
request 

The senate also voted in favor of 
an amendment to the CSUS 
Fawlty By-Laws revising faculty 
election procedures 


The amendment provides tor 
elimination of voting privileges for 
university administrators having 
no department rights, 
reduces the percentage of parttime

“No real attempt was made to 
convince us of an immediate dis- 
missal of Mr. (Eugene) Morris.” 

That's the way Joan Wilson, a 
history professor, described a 
Wednesday meeting between 
Academic Vice President E. James 
Archer and four faculty members 
on the CSUS Foundation Board of 


Governors. Wilson is one of the 
board’s members 
Wilson's comments are in 


reference to a continuing feud 
between CSUS Foundation Ex- 
ecutive Director Eugene Morris 
and the university administration 

Last week that controversy was 
brought to a head when CSUS 
President James Bond, foundation 
board chair, requested the Board 
of Governors to evaluate Morris’ 
performance 

A special meeting had been 
scheduled for sometime this week 
but it was delayed after Bond left 
town on university business. 

Bond had requested several 
members of the trustees internal 
audit staff along with a special 
management team from 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke's of- 
fice, attend the meeting to discuss 
specific allegations regarding Mor- 
ris. 

Morris has been an outspoken 
critic of the university ad- 
ministration the past seven years. 

Wilson told the Hornet 
Wednesday that the ad- 
ministration is “attempting to res- 
tructure the entire process by 
which research funds are obtained 
and disbursed on campus.” 

“The administration wants an

Campus press 
needs freedom

Just how free is California's 
student press? 

This question has troubled, 
even haunted many student editors 
for * number of years 

Now the time has come to ex- 
amine this issue eyeball to eyeball 
That's why a large portion of the 
State Hornet staff has come to this 
year’s California Intercollegiate 
Press Association (CIPA) conven- 
tion — to bring to a resolution to 
the fundamental issue of freedom 
of campus press. 

The Hornet is a_ student 
newspaper, with student editors 
selected through the self-governing 
process of student government 

And we still have to battle with 
student politicians, the university 
administration and faculty 

But through all this, our 
newspaper has fostered a proud 
tradition a tradition that still 
survives because of the valiant 
stFuggles of past student editors 
and staff of the campus newspaper 

At the same time, our jour- 
nalism department and its faculty 
has kept out of our pre-publication 
process. Their support has been 
purely of a post-publication 
technical nature 


Over the years they have 
religiousiy fostered this tradition 
and have scrupulously and 
painstakingly avoided = any 
interference 


The first amendment applies to 
all, tncluding college newspapers 
It is like rain; it must fall on 
everyone. 

The Hornet has a vital stake in 
an issue that has long been ignored 
by California’s student press com- 
munity. 


One of the reasons is that 
we are one of very few free student 
newspapers in a state where the 
thrust of the student movement 


that upset the entire country 
originated 

We are deeply troubled by the 
lack of consciousness of student 
editors on this vital issue. Because 
of the transitory nature of student 


editors, this fundamental issue has 


never been successfully resolved 


Why? Simply because most of 
the student press has functioned at 
the direction of journalism 
departments 


We are not vehemently opposed 
to this kind of student newspaper, 
although we don’t prefer it 


But shouldn't there be some dis- 
tinction between the obviously 
different types? 

This is 1976, a decade after the 
1960's. and the student press is still 
maintained in a silent status 

As we see it, most college 
newspapers in California today are 
a “captive” press 

We should resolve this issue this 
year, once and for all. We're a 
quarter of a century behind in the 
tide of freedom 

It's about time student editors 
caught up with the first 
amendment 

The problem is very simple; let's 
separate the oranges trom the 
bananas; let s decide who's free and 
who's “captive.” 

We must take the first step this 
year towards the long torturous 
road to freedom. It may take 1,000 
miles, but we must take the first 
step 

We hope the journalism 

departments will follow in our 
footsteps. They must recognize 
these fundamental facts and 
strive towards a truely free student 
press. ; 
So this year we are calling for a 
beginning in CIPA, a beginning 
that reflects what reality is, what 
the first amendment says, and what 
freedom is all about.

Why is there anything 
wrong with selling Carlo Rossi 
wines now? 

While there is a Carlo Rossi, 
there is no “Smirnoff in Smirnoff 
Vodka and there is no “Annie 
Green Springs” who makes Annie

Two tragic accidents, resulting 
in three (noi five) fatalities, did oc- 
cur on the Gallo ranch last spring. 
T wo workers were electrocuted ina 
once-in-a-million accident when a 
horizonta! boom suddenly flew 
upward and came in contact witha 
high-tension line 26 feet above the 
ground

The other fatality happened 
when a tractor overturned. These 
were the only occupational 
fatalities to occur in the 33-year 
history of the Gallo ranches 

On Sept. 10, an election was 
held at the Gallo ranch under the 
rules and procedures established 
by the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act. The vote was 223 
Teamsters, (31 UFW,. 0 votes for 
no umon and 195 challenged 
ballots 

The challenged ballots have 
been investigated and reports have 
been submitted to the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board which has 
not vet ruled on them. 

Until the board rules and cer- 
tilies who won the election, Gallo 
cannot legally sign a contract with 
any union, whether the union 
boycotts or not

The General Education Com- 
mittee always welcomed and 
sought both. During the academic 
year 1974-75, however, of the three 
seats granted to student represen- 
tatives, only one was filled by the 
Student Senate. This one represen- 
tative served with great disiinction 
and successfully presented his 
views 

In 1975-76. in spite of repeated 
requests to the ASI, we had no 
student representation on the com- 
mittee. 

In 1974-75, the committee 
solicited the opinions and the ad- 
vice of the whole campus com- 
munity. Questionnaires were sent 
to all faculty and a sizable and 
representative number of the 
student body. 

The results of the returned ques- 
tionnaires were carefully tabulated 
and served as one of the most im- 
portant bases in establishing the

revision. 

The second issue: the fourth last 
paragraph of your article which 
quotes me directly, has been totally 
taken out of context.

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ournalism job prospects are growing slim

(CPS) “A lead.” The white- 
haired professor catches his breath 
as he creaks across the classroom in 
tront of 35 eager students. He has 
one foot in his dotage, the other on 
a banana peel. He recalls the night 
they nabbed Dillinger like it was 
vesterday but hasn't been in a 
newspaper s city room since Korea 
He has. however, written 4 book on 

he press in Austraha. “This 
semester.” he harumphs, “we will 
learn to write leads.” 

This is a scene taking place ina 
rapidly increasing number ot clas- 
srooms all across the country 
Observers Cite several reasons torit

Fnroliment in 
schools this year is pegged at 
64,000 hopeful students, a mind- 
oggling 481 percent ingrease since 
1960. The Wall Street Journal 
reports. Since 1970 the enrollment 
increase has jumped 93 percent. 
trom 1974 to ‘75 it was 16.5 percent 
and educators see no end in sight

communications in the universe” 
as Dean Wayne Danielson calls the

At first glance, there seems to be 
no discernible trend in the current 
American movie fare. There is a 
wide assortment of films with no 
single genre or theme monopoliz- 
ing the field. 

However, under more caretul 
examination, one general type 
begins to emerge as a definite 
trend. This trend of Hollywood 
movies is towards true and fic- 
tionalized looks at the history of 
the Hollywood film industry 

The starting point of this new 
“series” was John Schlesinger’s 
film version of the 1939 novel Day 
of The Locust which was written by 
Nathanael West. The flavor and 
feeling of southern California and 
the film industrv of the 1930's was 
expertly portrayed. The film also 
contained capable performances 
by Karen Black and Donald 
Sutherland. Unfortunately, it was 
releaed on a somewhat limited 


basis and never reached many 


areas 
After Locust came The Wild 
Party. Relying more on sen- 


sationalism than quality, the film 
dealt with a party given in the 
1920°s by a famous silent film 
comedian. At the party, the host's 
mistress was murdered; and, while 
the host was acquitted, his career 
was ruined. The picture starred 
James Coco and Raquel Welch 
and went relatively unnoticed by 
audiences 

The next entry in the “series” 
was a cleverly done comedy called 
Hearts of the West. Jeff Bridges 
plays a would-e writer turned 
western actor in the depression 
tume film era. While not a 
landmark of cinematic genius, the 
film was well put - together enter- 
tainment 

Recently released on a 
somewhat limited basis is the most 
talked about film of all Gable 
and '. Directed by Sydney J. Furie 
(Lady Sings the Blues), the film 
stars James Brolin and Jill 
Clayburgh in the title roles 
Though many question the prin- 
cipals’ ability to play their crucial 
roles realistically, this aspect has 
been overemphasized. Clark Gable
